A Review of the Damage by the Cyclone at 
Mt. Vernon, III. 


A review of the damage done by the cyclone 
lessens in no measure the stories of wreck and 
ruin told Monday morning. The path of the 
destroying wind extends from the southwest- 
ern portion of the town to the north- 
eastern extremity, and along that 
path are scattered boards, frag- 
ments of heavy, twisted timbers, brick 
and all the debris of dismantled houses. 


The first’ trace of the cyclone in the 
vicialty of Mount Vernon discovered 
was at a point five and one-half 
miles to the southwest, where the black 
swirling cloud was first seen on the crest of a 
hill. Roaring terrifically the wind swept on, 
cutching up farmhouses and trees only to 
ling them down a moment later broken. The 
wind would hold nothing up; the center of the 
cloud would raise bouses from the 
earth and dash them out of the 
radius of its influence. OCasey’s Grove 
lay in the cyclone’s path and there it 
ruined elms that were growing when the 
earliest settlers built homes at Mt. Vernon. 
The cupola was torn off the West End Schoo!l- 
house and then, as a freak, the wind tore 
away tbe northwest corner of „Squire Yost’s 
house. Three neat cottages were next at- 
tacked and instantly smashed. another 
block of nine houses, eight were destroyed 
and one was left unharmed.

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BOTH WANT THE CHILD. 


The Cross Suit of Mr. amd Mrs. Phelps in 
a London Court. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

LonpDoN, February 21.— Yesterday before Jus- 
tice Sir Charles North, sitting {n the Court of 
Chancery, a case was dismissed by the learned 
judge which has excited a lively interest 
among the Americans here. It was a cross- 
suit for the custody of their only child, be- 
tween Mr. Charies Harris Phelps and Mrs. 
Eleanor Livingston Phelps, both belonging to 
well-known families of New York, who were 
married in that city in the spring of 188. 
Boon after the ceremony Mr. and Mrs. 
Phelps started around the world on their wed- 
ding tour. All went happily till Teheran, 
Persia, was reached, when an incompatability 
of temperament became apparent, resulting 
inatemporary separation. Mutual friends, 
however, intervened and the differences were 
for the time being settled. Last year a final 
separation took place by the consent of both 
parties without recourse to a court of law. 
One month ago Mrs. Phelps, through her 
counsel, Sir Henry James, O. O., gave notice 
ot a chancery suit for the possession of the 
child, which, since the separation, has re- 
mained in the custody of the father. When the 
case was called last Saturday week Mr. Phelps 
who appeared for himself in propria persona— 
he being a member of the New York bar— 
presented a counter petition to the court in 
which, in support of his claim that the child 
should not be handed over to the custody of 
Mrs. Phelps, he charges her with the statutory 
offense, alleging that it was committed during 
their stay in Persia. Justice North ordered 
the lady to appear before him yesterday in 
support of her petition and to rebut the 

CHARGES MADE BY HER HUSBAND. 

Sir Henry James, Q. C., appeared in behalf 
of the petitioner who, he said, was vow on 
her way to New York to confer with her legal 
advisers there in regard to the cross-petition, 
and asked for a postponement of the hearing 
until he should hear further from her. 

Justice North said: ‘‘Under the circum- 
stances I can only dismiss her petition 
with costs. I might have had to con- 
sult the interests of the infant, but 
that I have deen informed that it is 
not a ward of the court.

Much sympathy is expressed here for Mrs. 
Phelps at the outcome ofthe case. It Is said 
that in the petition she merely charged ber 
husband with cruelty and general unfitness 
for the custody of the infant, whereas it is 
alleged much more serious charges might 
have been preferred. The counter petition,

CAME AS A GREAT SURPRILE. 
Perfectly conscious of herown innocence 
and strong In the confidence of all who know 
her, Mrs. Pheips would have met and indig- 
nantly denied the infamous charge so unhap- 
pily aired in open court, had itnot come out 
that, as Mr. Phelps appeared as his own coun- 
sel, she would have hadto submit to the 
ordeal of cross-examination at his hands.

HOW HENRY GROTE SAID HE COULD KILL 
HIS COUSIN. 


Inquest To- Day on the Shooting of Fred C. 
Behrens Saturday Night—His Sweetheart 
on the Stand—She Tells of Grote’s Anger 
anda Fight He Had Had— How the De- 
ceased Tried to Blacken His Relative’s 
Character—Swearing on the Bible on His 
Knees—Painful Scenes at the Inquest, 


The Inquest on the body of Frederick O. 
Behrens, the young man who was killed Sat- 
urday evening by Henry C. Grote, Jr., was 
begun this morning at the house of the parents 
of the deceased, 920 Madison street. As the 
hour (10 o’clock) for the appearance of the 
Coroner drew on, the people living in the 
block came out of their houses and stood 
about in that peculiar expectancy that char- 
acterizes a community to which such an 
occasion was a destroyer of monotony and the 
subject of much talk and gossip. The four 
corners at Tenth and Madison streets each 
held a large group,principally men,and young 
men at that, who stamped their feet 
and blew on their fingers to keep 
warm, but never took their eyes off the plain 
little two-story brick dwelling in which so 
soon was to be told the story of last Satur- 
day’stragedy. Inthe doorways of the block 
or leaning out of the windows appeared the 
women, who with garrulous eagerness 
speculated on the prospective verdict of the 
inquest. Many of these were old women, and 
as the river front is in sight and its plain 
and even dejected surroundings ex- 
tend west almost to the Behrens 
dwelling, there was Inthe character of this 


out-of-door gathering something that was 
very humble, H not veryrengh. Once in a 
while from a dingy, one-story house near 
Ninth street a woman’s face would peer out, 
a black pipe held between the teeth. 

A Post-DISPATCH reporter went into the lit- 
tle house, passed downa short hail into the 
rear parlor and sat down by 
a window looking to the south. 
The rest of the room was in gloom. 
He had sat there about 10 minutes reading and 
hearing now and then the muffled footfalls 
about the house, when he was startied by sobs 
from across the room. He had thought he 
was alone, and, surprised, looke into 
the darkness on the other side, and saw there 
three figures sitting on the sofa. They were 
Mrs. Bessie Symons and her two daughters, 
Elien and Mary, of 1208 Montgomery street, 
where the shooting occurred. They bad come 
in siléntty, and one of the daughters, 
oppressed bv the silence of the room, had re- 
lieved her feelings in tears. 

Presently the front door opened, and Deputy 
Coroner Hennessy and the jurors entered. 
Behind them came 

THE PRISONER, YOUNG GROTE, 
in bens of Officer McDonald. Grote with 
the policeman took a seat in a corner across 
the room from the sofa. While the jury were 
standing about the room there was a sweep of 
a woman's dress and a tall lady in a red dress 
threw her arms around the risoner 
and kissed him, sobbing possionately. Then 
the prisoner after pressing her close to 
bim a moment disengaged her and another 
young man took the lady and led her away. 
he was his sister, Mrs. Julia 3chiueter. She 
had scarcely turned away when Miss Augusta 
Grote, another sister, ran into the 

risoner’s arms and sobbed 

er sorrow. She then turned away 
and had but reached the other side when Miss 
Mary Symons, the prisoner’s sweetheart, rose 
from the sofa and, going straight to 
the prisoner, twined her arms about 
his neck, and crying oh Henry!“ 
pressed her lips against his mouth 
with a clinging caress that stified 
her remaining words. Her head lay on his 
breast, and he bent overand kissed her ten- 
derly. She reposed there about half a 
minute, her eyes and her 
breathing quick vy. Then 
she raised her head and looked 
him straight in the face, with a yearning fond- 
ness in her eyes, and both hands clasping his 
in front of her. He said something to her 
very low, and it must have been very sweet, 
foralightcame iato her eyes and her lips 
moved half a dozen times. But 
all the while net an eyelash 
was wet, Whether she had cried 
her tears away before, or whether the hope of

„Behrens thought he was overlooked,’’ 
said the witness, ‘‘and this exasperated 
him the more. e then sent notes to 
Ellen, asking the privilege of calling, eto. 
One note wasa fearful attack on Grote. It 
said he consorted with 
est felons and frequented bad 
I thought it was best 
have then come together and settle it.’’ 

Mrs.Symons said she sent for the young men 
to meet at her house last Saturday noon 
but they did not get there till evening. She 
said neither knew he was to meet the other. 
Mrs. Symons then told how in the evening, 
when accused of visiting bad houses, Grote had 
taken the Bible and Enelt at her knee 
and sworn he had not done so. Behrens then 
said; ‘‘You have sworn a falsehood and com- 
mitted a great sin.’’ He also accused Grote 
of being defiled and ‘‘other terrible things,’’ 
said the witness. 

She then related how Grote arose and shot, 
eas her story was published in the Sunday 
Post-DIsPaTCH, She did not see Grote shoot, 
but saw him putting something in his 
pocket. 

**COULD KILL HTM LIKE A Dos.“ 

Miss M Symons, Grote’s sweetheart, was 
then Called, and told about the same story as 
her mother. She added that on the receipt 
of Behrens’ vile note she had called her lover 
out of bed at his house and he had denied it. 
She said that Grote told about three weeks 
ago that he had a fight over the note with 
Behrens. Grote’s eye was blacked in the fight. 
She said that at about that time he had 
called one night and had shown her a re- 
volver, Heremarked after replacing it in his 
pocket, that if Behrens persisted in his abuse 
he could kill him like a dog.“ 

The prisoner was asked if he wished to 
make a statement, but said that in the 
absence of legal advice he preferred 
not to speak. Other unimportant testimony 
was taken and the jury went out, returning in 
1 minutes, recommending that Grote be 

eld. 


MUSIC IN THE SCHOOLS. 


The Musicians’ Benevolent Association At- 
tacks the Present System. 


Secretary Wash of the School Board this 
morning received a communication from Mr. 
Owen Miller, President of the Musicians’ 
Mutual Benefit Association, inclosing certain 
resolutions having a bearing on the questions 


now before the Course of Study Committee of 
me Board. The communication reads as fol- 
ows: 

To the Honorable President and Members of the 

School Board: 

At the regular meeting of the Musicians’ 
Mutual Benevolent Association, held to-day, 
the following resolution was passed, to which 
we call your respectful attention: 

Resolved, That it is the sense of this Asso- 
ciation that the teaching of music in the pub- 
lic schools, as taught under the present 
system, is of no practical benefit and 
4 waste of public funds, and 
this conclusion we have arrived at 
from actual experience as educators, as we 
find that pupils learning music in the public 
schools know absolutely nothing of music, but 
are taught a system which is detrimental to 
their future training as professional musi- 
cians. Therefore we respectfully petition the 
Board of Bducation to abolish this system 
and retain only the teaching of simple songs, 
which every teacher can teach without an in- 
tricate knowledge of music, or to change the 
ae system so that it will be of some prac- 

ical benefit to the pupil.

EVERYTHING READY 


TO CARRY OUT THE NEW SPRINKLING 
PLAN UNDER THE AMENDED CHARTER. 


An Ordinance Designating How the Work 
Shall Be Done Already Prepared in An- 
ticipation of the Adoption of the Amend- 
ment—Public Improv ents—Work for 
the Committees—No Danger of a Spread 
of Smail-Pox at Green Top, Mo.—Munici- 
pal Matters. 


City Counselor Bell is now preparing & 
sprinkling ordinance at the request of Chair- 
man Blakely of the Ways and Means Commit- 
tee of the Oouncil in anticipation of the 
adoption ofthe amendment to the charter, 
which will be submitted to a 
vote of the people on the 2th inst. 
This action is taken to save time. If the 
amendment is adopted, as the city officials 
believe it will be, the provision will become a 
law atonce. The ordinance regulating how 
the work shall be done must then be passed 
in accordance with the terms of the new char- 
ter provision. It will require at least eight days 
to pass the ordinance, making no allowance 
for any delays in the committees, where bilis 
often hang for long periods of time without 
any apparent reason. Under the charter three 
weeks will be consumed in giving the legal 
notice of the letting of the contracts. Three 
or four days will be allowed the suc- 
cessful bidders in which to fur- 
nish the requisite security under the contract. 


It will be seen that even pushing the ordinance 
and the contract lettings March will have 
passed before the work can be begun. Mr.

the bill as soon as legal notice of the adoption 
of the amendment is given by the Recorder.

Joe Manley“ Big Order for Copies of Cleve- 
land’s Tariff Message.

WATERVILLE, Me., February 21.—In an in- 
terview with the PosT-DISPATCH correspond- 
dent, published last week, J. H. Manley, 
Chairman of the Republican State Committee, 
stated that he had ordered 75,000 copies of 
President OCleveland’s tariff message for dis- 
tribution as campaign documents. Joe“ is 
a little behind hand, as Chairman Brown of 


the Democratic State Committee had ordered 
over 75,000 copies of the same documents for 
the same purpose when first presented. Chair- 
man Brown has also ordered copies of the 
Democratic speeches on the tariff which have 
been made in the United States Senate. 

The campaign inthe fall will be a vigorous 
one, and with Mr. Blame out ot the way the 
Democrats of Maine have at least a chance to 
carry the State. Who the Democratic candi- 
date for Governor will be has not yet been 
determined, but one will be found before the 
time for holding the convention. The Demo- 
cratic State Committee will meet a short time 
after the meeting of the National Democratic 
Committee, to determine ona place for hold- 
ing the next convention.

|A‘VERY UNIQUE AND STARTLING STORY 


CABLED FROM EUROPE, 


The Reported Conference Between day 
Gould and Baron Rothschild Net True— 
America’s Railway Maguate Not in the 


By Telegraph to the Pos?-DisPratom, 

New Yoru, February 21.—A very unique and 
startling story was cabled from the other side 
on Saturday, to the effect that Baron Roths- 
child was going to give up the banking busi+ 
ness and that Jay Gould was going to stop 
bothering with railroad matters. These twe 
millionaires, it was said, were going into the 


business of forming trnsts te control the dia- 


monds, to say nothing ofthe gold and silver 
and other valuable minerals of the world. 
The enger prises which they pro- 
posed to undertake, it was stated, were so 
magnificent in their scope and general 
dimensions that Raron Rothschild’s banks 
and Jay Gould's reilroads were of no account 
at all in comparison, and the magnates were 
going to give over these affairs to their 
rivals and competitors. So far as Mr. Gould 
is concerned there is probably no truth in the 
story. The reported conference between Mr. 
Gould and Baron Rothsebild to effect the 
object stated could have scarcely taken place 
for the simple reason that ever since Mr. 
Gould bas been on the other he has been just 
as faraway from Baron Rothschild as the 
geographical limits of Europe would 
allow him to be. He went directly 


from London to the Mediterranean, where his 
yacht was awaiting him, and for two months 
past bas been sailing about the sea, stopping 
at Constantinople and Alexandria, and yester- 
day was on the coast of Aigiers on his home- 
ward voyage. 

THE MATTER OR THE TRUST, 
however, was mentioned to George Gould, 
Russell „W. FP. Connor and other gentie- 
men who know something of Mr. Gouid’s busi- 
ness intentions, and they simply laughed at 
the idea of it. The Baron Rothse nas end of 
the story, however, contains a greatdeal more 
truth. Mr. Randall of the well-known diamond 
firm of Randall, Barremore & Billings who 
was on the other side last year, said ye 
that he was then told by people w should 
have had information on the matter, that the 
Rothschilds were very busy buying up shares 
in the Kimberly mine in South Africa. He had 
no means of proving the truth of this state- 
ment, but since then the fact has been made 

ublic that the Kimberly mine, whieh is the 
argest and richest of all the South African 
mines and the biggest yielder of diamonds in 
the world, has actually been absorbed by 
the millionaire bankers. What their in- 
tentions are with regard to controlling the 
output of diamonds, and in this way affecting 
the price of diamonds in the markets of the 
worid is, of couree, not known and can on 
be „. at. The conditions for forming a 
trust and controlling the price are exceedingly 
favorabie. Mostof the diamonds which are 
now placed on the market, come from the 
South African mines. They yield much more, 
four and five times over, than all the other 
mines the d combined.

A NEW MINE 

has recently been discovered in Brasil, but the 
diamonds found there thus far have all been 
what the dealers call small goods—stones 
averaging 10 or 12 grains in weight—so that the 
supply from this new source has been of very 
little account. The diamonds furnished the 
market by the Australian and Indian mines 
are exceedingly few also, so that no effect 
upon prices in diamonds is reached by the 
output from this source. The control, there- 
fore, of the South African mines, is bound up 
with a control of the world’s market, and that 
control makes possible the fixing of the price 
at almost any figure desired by those holding 
it. Diamond merchants here do not think 
that if Rothschild does get complete contro! of 
the South African mines he will attempt to 
run up the price to any extent. The only result 
which would probably be reached would bethe 
steadying of quotations and the supplying of 
the market with diamonds in such a way that 
the demand would readily take them up at 
approximately even figures. The Kimberly 
mine, of which Baron Rothschild is now 
credited with entire control, is only one of the 
four large diamond mines in Seuth Africa, 
and in each of these from four to ten stock 
companies are working. The fatal effect of 
any diamond trust will be, of course, that the 
commodity dealt in is a luxury and not a 
necessity,

New Tonk, February 21.—Mrs. Jeannette 
M, Thurber and the trustees of the National 
QCenservatory of Music in this city have pre- 
pared a petition for presentation to Congress 


asking that the amount of $200,000 be approe 


priated trom the National Treasury te aid in 
the support of that institution. The conser- 
yatory which has now. been in existence 
nearly three years, has been supported wholly 
by private subscriptions. Fourteen professors, 
with Jacques Bouhy at their head, have had 
under their instruction during that time 220 
students from all parts of the country, while 
hundreds of candidates have had to be re- 
jected from lack of rooms to accommodate 
them and of funds to increase the staff of pro- 
fesaors which would be required by their ad- 
mittance. The institution is national in its 
work, students being taken from any of the 
States or Territories, and Mra. Thurber and 
the trustees think that this fact gives it a valid 
claim on the support of the Government and 
that the time has come to press for the recog- 
nition of this claim. 
THE PETITION TO CONGRESS 

refers to the fact that appropriations are made 
for the encouragement of the agricultural and 
other resources of the country, and that 
among the arts the first rank is held by music, 
for the development of which large amounts 
are voted annually by every European Gov- 
America has thus far done nothing 
in a national way either to promote the 
musical education of her people or to de- 
velop any musical genius they may possess, 
and in this she stands alone among the civilized 
nations of the world. This is especially to be 
regretted, because it is universally recognized 
that in the matter of musical talent America 
is second to no country in the world, and all 


that is required to develop the talent to the 
credit of the country is to offer to the people 
the same advantages accorded to those of oth- 
er lands. The petition describes the plans of 
the National Conservatory of Musie, which 
has given free instruction already to citizens 
of twenty-one States and eTrritories on the 
sole condition that the beneficiaries shall aid 
others in the same way by the ones for a 
time to a general fund of the fourth of what 
they earn over and above $1,000 a year, and 
then asks for an Nag (ro ce of $200,000 to be 
used under the direction ofthe trustees 
in extending the usefulness of the conserva- 
tory, on condition that each Senator and Rep- 
resentative shall have the privilege of nomi- 
nating one pupil, who upon passing the 
requisite examination as to talent sh 
taught free of charge.

THE OPIUM SMUGGLING. 


Collector Magone Strikes a Trail but Fans 
te Make a Case. 


By Telegraph to the Post-D1IsPaTcn. 

New Tonk, February 21.—Coliector Magone 
had an idea yesterday that he was on the 
track of a big opium smuggling case. He had 
before him one man who, or as he appears in 
an invoice, was Ng Woof No. 18 Mott street, 
an importer of opium. Ng Wo could speak 
little English. An unfledged, verdant and 
bumptious young man from a morning paper, 
tried to act as interpreter. But as ‘‘Sabee’’ 
was the extent of his knowledge of Chi- 
nese, an assistant to the Chinese Consul 
was sent for to elucidate matters. Col. 
Montgomery of the Secret Service had discov- 
ered that Ng Wo had eighty-four and one-half 
boxes of opium at his place of business and 
that these were without the proper labels. 
The opium was in tael boxes, but had no 
government stamp. Ng Wo, who was hauled 
before the Collector on this discrepancy, de- 
clared that the opium had been in his place 
six weeks; he had imported it himself. ed- 
erick O. Nelson, the Custom-house broker, 


through whom, 80 to speak, the opium had} 


come, was sent for and he explained that he 
had got the opium from the COustom- 
house, but that Na Wo had paid the 
duties. The opium had deen shipped to 
Mosely & Co. trom Hong Kong to San 
Francisco, thence coming overiand. Mosely 
& Oo. had transferred the shipments to Ng 
Wo. gay 211 Wight had been in- 
formed by Mosely & Co., and Mr. Nelson had 
told the Collector that no stamps were on the 
opium, but that a requisition had been made 
on Washington for the stamps. Ng Wo de- 
clared that he was from Hong Kong, and 
therefore, as an English subject, he had a 
right to import opium. The Collector satis- 
fied himself that Ng Wo was an honest man. 
This investigation is a part of the steps instl- 
syed by the Collector in matters of smug- 
gling. 

Mr. Kemp of Lanman, Kemp & Co., in are- 
cent consultation with the Collector, ex- 
plained the force of various labels and on his 
information, further steps in tbis line of in- 
vestigation are to be taken. The Oustom- 
house authorities bave been going through 
the various stores to see where opium has 
bees imported. It has been discovered that 
the opium once placed in the public stores 
has been taken out and reshipped and that 
within the past three years opium worth 
hundreds of thousands of dollars has 
been reshipped from this port to Havana. 
An investigation is to be made, therefore, to 
show whether and to what extent captains, 
pursers, the American consul at Havana as 
well as customs inspectors are involved in this 
matter. It is the duty of the American consul 
at Havana to eren that this opium bas 
reached that port. Thereare hundreds upon 
hundreds of certifications of that character, 
but it is said that there are no evidences of the 
arrival of the drug. The Spanish Consul at 
this port has sent for the figures of these im- 
portations and a full report from him will be 
sent to Collector Magone. 


“GAS WELL CRANK” BOOGHER. 


Peculiar Gift of an Individual Who 
Lecates Gas Territory.

BRADFORD, Pa., February 2.—Chet. Boogher, 
a character well known in the gas and oil re- 
gions as Gas-Well Crank, Boogher, has 
long declared that he could locate gas terri- 
tory simply by walking over the ground. If 
gas existed there it would instantly make its 
presence known to him, he said, by effect- 
ing him with a strange tickling and 
choking sensation in his throat. For 
years he has tried to impress natural 
gas operators with the importance 
of this gift of his, but only succeded.in gain- 
ing the reputation of being a barmless but 
annoying crank. A few weeks ago he turned 
up in the Onio gas and oil fieids, and, it 
seems, induced some parties to believe that 
gas could be found ona tract near Delphos, a 
tract generally regarded as entirely barren of 
both oll and gas. Boogher declared that it 
was allhe could do to walk over the tract in 
question, beeause of the suffocating influence 
the gas under the pace had onhim. He 
took the parties to the place and walked with 
them over the tract. s was to all appear- 
ances nearly choked to death while crossing 
the place, 

The parties resolved to spend some money 
in testing the territory entirely on the 
strength of Boogher’s choking. A well was 
drilled. Last Wednesday it struck a vein of 
gas. The well was torpedoed and responded 
with a flow of more than 5,000,000 feet of gas a 
day. Boogher is now the lion of that region 
and is overwhelmed with plications for his 
services in ‘‘choking’’ gas territory. His gift 
for locating gas by suffocation bids fair to be 
“> more to him than a big gas well itself 
would.

Since 
then they have paid abeut two-thirds of 
their indebtedness and were sup —＋ to be 
doing well. The cause of the failure was the 
investment of alitheir profits in “the exten- 
sion of the plant. No statement has yet 
been sede, bas it is n. ye! 2 — 
cured liabllities are about 5600, ome — 
secured tiabilities from $600,000 to $800 , 000. 
The latter consist of notes for ore 
and other materials. Among the Ifabilities is 
a mortgage for $450,000 held by the New York 
Life Insurance Company, which is not * dus.

NEW YORK, February 21.—The Republican 
Club had fun last night. It had been an- 
nounced that United States Senator Frank 
Hiscock would address the meeting of the 
club, consequently there was a large attend- 
ance. Senator Hiscock did not put in an ap- 
pearance, but compensaged for his absence by 
sending a letter, saying he was prevented 


from attending the meeting by official busi- 
ness. Col. John A. Grow astounded the 
club by introducing and asking for 
the adoption of resolutions in refer- 
ence te James G. Blaine’s recent letter, de- 
Clining to be a candidate for the presidential 
nomination. The preamble indulged in gen- 
erous praise of Mr. Biaine, andthe resolu- 
tions regretted the withdrawal of Mr. Blaine’s 
name from the list of presidential candidates 
to be presented to the National Republican 
Convention, but declared ‘‘that if the crisis 
Presents itself his party and the country de- 
mand his services.’’ 

The resolution met with determined oppo- 
sition, and aftera number of speeches had

The committee consequently substituted for 
the above resolutions others of

CATTLE IN TEXAS, 


— — — — 


HOW THE RAILROADS HAVE MADE UPTOBR 
THE LOSS OF THE TRAIL. 


A Movement Which Promises Wealth and 
Presperity to Cattlemen— Palace Cars 
and the Great Injury They Work te Stock- 


Live Stock. 


J. T. Hul ot Hunniwell, Kan., who for the 
last twenty-five years has been a cattle- 
raiser, but who is now the Western live 
stock agent of the Chicago & Alton Railroad, 
ig at the Planters’. ‘‘This spring will usher 
in a new era in the cattle business of the 
Southwest,’’ remarked Mr. Hill to a Post- 
DISPATCH reporter, and one that will effect 
a complete change in the steck-growing in- 
terests of Texas. In the line of 
my business I have traveled through 
the grazing districts several times, and 
know that instead ofthe movementof Texas 
cattle north being checked as was feared by the 
ranchmen, it will be heavier than for many 
years, and that next year the largest move- 
ment that has ever taken place will occur. 
The trail is practically closed, and although 
several thousand cattle will be driven, the 
number moved in this way will be insignifi- 
cant as compared with other years. But the 
entrance of the Atchison, Topeka & Santa 
Fe and the Missouri Pacific into the cattie 
country has worked a complete revolution, 
and has rescued the stockmen from the ruin 
that seemed impending. But with the advent 
of the railroads an opening has been made 
which may recail the palmiest days of the 
cattle track. Asis wellknown, Texas cattle 
do not fatten on their native ranges, and have 
for years been driven north for the grass of 
the high plains. The closing of the trail was 
supposed to have put an end to this, and to 
have deprived the cattle of fully 50 per cent 
of their value. But since the railroads have 
come in, the stockmen have seen their oppor- 
tunity, and already very extensive prepara- 
tions have been made for sending the spring 
cattle by rail to the Cherokee strip. To 
my certain knowledge transportation for 
200,000 head has already been secured, and the 
number shipped will undoubtedly be much 
larger, probably amounting to 350,000 head. 
The plan is to ship to the Indian Territory 
during April and May, and let the cattle fatten 


on the abundant grass of that — * until 
September or October, when they will be sent 
to market.
